Ansar closed down 

U.S., Red Cross fault 
detainees’ transfer

The U.S. State Department 
said yesterday that Israel's trans- 
fer of more than 1,(XX) prisoners 
from the Ansar camp to Israel 
ai^peared tnoonsistent with inter- 
national iaw regarding the rights 
of an occupying power. This fol- 
lowed the closure of the South 
Lebanon detention camp, with 
752 prisoners being released in 
Lebanon and the rest being 
brought to Israel. 

The U.S. comment on the transfer 
was preceded by an International 
Com^ttee of the Red Cross state- 
ment that toe Israel: move violated 
toe Geneva Convemioa. 

A senior frraelx gov'enuneut oS- 
dal denied toe chaz^. 

The Fourth Geneva Convention 
pittoibits transfer of dviiians to the 
territory of an occnp>'ing power. 
Israel has said it will observe toe 
convention in handling the de- 
tainees, znosdy Shi'ite Moslems. 

The State Department said in re- 
pose to a question that it had taken 
the position that the convention ap- 
iGed to areas under IsraeU oocupa- 
txm. 

“The transfer to the territory of an 
occupying power is prohibit^ re- 
gardless of motive,” toe department 
said. 

It noted, however, that Israeli 
spokesmen had said that the de- 
taisees would be released at a later 
date. 

In Gene^, toe Red Ctoss issued a 
press release sayh^ that 1 ,000 Ansar 
“detainees have been transferred to 
Israel violating Aitidi^ 49 and 76 of 
the Fourth Geneva Convention.” 

The 1S49 cofivendoo deals with 
tr^tment of dviiians in tune of war. 
Axt^e 49 prohibits “forinble trans- 
fers.. .from occupied territory to the 
territory of the occupying power or 
that of any other country.” 

Article 76 stipulates toat civilians 
“accused oi offences shall be de- 
tained in toe ocoqiied country and if 
omricted they shaD serve thOT sent- 


ences therein.” 

Israeli authorities told the Red 
Cross the prisoners would "even- 
tuaily be t^en back to Lebanese 
territory, to a new camp being 
built,” the press release said. 

The Ansar prisoners who were not 
taken to Israel were turned over to 
the Red Cross for their release. 

in Israel, a senior government 
official said Artides five and 49 of 
the convention allowed for the tem- 
porary evacuation of detainees if it 
was in the interest of their safety. 

“In (South Lebanon), everyone is 
sbootisg at eveiyone else and with 
the (Isi^U troop) evacuation, we 
could be endaogering their secur- 
ity,*' the official said. 

Hebrew University Prof. Ruth 
Lapidot. former foreign minisuy 
legal adviser, also said the conven- 
tion allowed such an evacuation if it 
was io toe interest of toe prisoners' 
safety or if there were '’imperative 
milit^ reasons.” 


Israel yesterday released 752 
Ansar detainees, most of them 
Shi'ites, and began dismantling toe 
prison. 

Another 1,200 prisoners said to 
have aided terror were moved on 
Tuesday to an loael Defence Forces 
jail in Israel. 

The 752 prisoners, dressed in blue 
sweat suits, were escorted out of 
prison by International Committee 
of the Red Cross personnel, who 
gave them the choice of going either 
to IsraeJ-cootroUed territory or 
further north in Lebanon. Most of 
the prisoners, singing nationalist 
songs like “We udll return here” and 
‘'Until your Uberanon. Jerusalem,” 
chose to go north to Sidon or Beiiut. 
Many were received vrito liberation 
celebrazicnis in tbdr villages. 

Some of the released prisoners 
spoke Hebrew, and one, Soleunan 
Abu Sharar, who said he was bom 
near Hebron and came to Beirut in 
1976, said he and others were turned 
in by informers although they had 
not “done anything.” He described 
himself as a member of Fatah. 

The prisoners were sent on their 


way in trucks, after reemving a leaf- 
let in Arabic wacnieg them not to 
engage in tenor. 

frrael Defence Forces Manpower 
Brandi Chief Aluf Amos Yaron said 
yesterday be believed those released 
from Ansar would not return to 
hostile activity. 

As for the prisoners Israel has 
removed from Lebanon, he said 
toere is no intention tt> keep them for 
a long period, but that toose who 
“have blood on toeir hands” will be 
held longer toan others. 

He said they would be under 
better conditions in Israel than at 
Ansar, and that toe Red Cross would 
be allowed to visit toem. 

The dismantling of Ansar, begun 
immediately after the prisoners were 
released, is to be completed within a 
week. IDF sources said that with the 
camp's dosnre Israel's security bur- 
den in South Lebanon will become 
much lighter. 

Hundreds of prisoners freed 
from Ansar streamed out of 
Israel’s occupation zone, chanting 
victory slogans to an emotional wel- 
come by families and mfiitianien 
firing in toe air. 

Some of the prisoners were qoicdc- 
ly supplied with guns and took part 
in the shooting celebration. Others

6 wounded as heavy fightixig erupts in Sidon 


SIDON (Reuter). - People in toe 
soiitoern Lebanese dty of Sidon 
cover in basements and stair- 
w«^ yesterday as sheQs crashed into 
residential areas, security sources 
said. 

Six persons were wounded as 
heavy fighting erupted between 
Qiririian and pro-Israeli militiamen 
on the one hand, confronting 
Pafestmian and Moslem fighters in 
Sidon’s eastern outskirts, they said. 

The clasbes foDowed ^radic ex- 
changes eartier in toe day. City offi- 
riak said 54 persons ted been ^ed, 
170 wounded and some 60,000 
driven from their homes since fight- 
ing began around Palestinian re- 
' fiigee camps east of Sidon on March 
18. 

Fighting meanwhile flared in toe 
mountains behind Beirut, where 
Druse-led forces traded artillezy fire 
with army troops badted by Christ- 
ian militiamen, radio stations re- 
ported. 

Christian Voice of Lebanon 
named a soldier it said had been 
fcfligd when toe army-held town of 
Souk al-Gharb came under fire but 


toe army could not immediately con- 
firm this. 

Lebanese President Amin 
Jemayel’s Phalange party newspaper 
Al-.Amal said yesterday the pru- 
dent was oonvDioed tixat Israel was 
creating conditions that will force 
South Lebanon’s Qmstians to move 
sonth of the Litani River to create a 
Christian canton on its northern bor- 
der. 

The newspaper said Jemayel toid 
senior Christian polieictans that he 
and Mt»lem Prime Minister Rashid 
Kai^eh were trying to thwart the 
Israeli scheme and asked for their 


support. 

Jemayel's position in his own 
Christian community has been 
weakened by a rebeU^ that die 
strongly anti-Syrian militia comman- 
der. Sa^ Jeajea staged three weeks 


ago against the Ptelai^ VdaXfs 
Syrian-oriented leadership. 

Jeajea’s men seized control of 
most of the Christian heartland 
of Beimt and he dedared the 
nation's latgest Christian mifitia, the 
Lebanese Forces, totally indepen- 
drat the Ptelange Paz^. The 
party had dominated toe forces since 
1980. 

AU Lebanese Fences garrisons in 
Christian areas east of Sidon have 
siime dedared allegiazice to Jeajea, 
who proclaimed himself diief of staff 
oftfaeznffitia. 

The state radio and Moslem lead- 
ers said yesterday Jeajea was send- 
ing reiziforcements to Christian 
irregulars in the Sidon region from 
toe Christian port of Jonnieb north 
of Beirut by sea to the coastal town 
of Jlye near Sidon.

Bar-Lev passes Turgeman question to Kraus

Police Inspector-General David 
Kraus, vbo conditioned his accept- 
ance of his post on not having to 
with the subjected peijuiy of South- 
ern District Police Commander Nit- 
zav Avraham Turgemen, has been 
R>ld by Police Minister Hahn Bar- 
Lev to study tbe Turgeman and 
come up a reconunendation. 

Bar-Lev handed tbe matter to 
Kraus yesterday after considering 
Attorney-Gene^ Itzhak Zamir's 
recommendation that Turgeman be 
put before a disciptinaiy panel on 
diarges of perjury. 




Zamir’s recommendations said 
that Tuigeman could be tried before 
a three-meiaber panel of comman- 
ders, or before a single juc^ of a 
higber rank. The only memberof the 
force with a higter rank tiian Tnrge- 
man is Kraus. But the inspector- 
general does not want m ^nd his 
first weeks on the job on tM unpre- 
cedented personnel problem. 

Bar-Lev said that if there is a trial, 
be will arrange for somebody other 
than Kraus - prob^ly a supreme 
court justice - to conduct the pro- 
ceedi^. The minister has also said 
that if Turgeman is not cleared by 
tbe tribuuai, the 36-year veteran wiQ 


be asked to leave the force.

TEL AVIV. - Highly placed Labour and Likud 
sources reported last niglit chat efforts are under 
way in b^ parties to calm foe latest storm 
between the main coalition partners. The fear in 
both parties, however, is that foe increasingly 
frequent rows between potitidans on foe two sides 
is creating a momentum of its own. gradually 
erod^ the government's stability. 

It is noted in both parties foat with each new

Are Israeli doctors 
using ultrasound 
too often?

TEL AVIV. - Should ultrasound be 
used in medidne routinely or only 
when a doctor sees a particular 
need? This is one of the questions to 
be discussed by the European Com- 
mittee on Safety in the Use of Ultra- 
sound, scheduled to meet here next 
week. 

Prof. David Ser of the Tel Aviv 
University medical school and Sheba 
Medical Centre told a news confer- 
ence yesterday that 80 per cent of 
pregnant women in Israel undergo at 
least one ultrasound examination 
either at the beginning or at the end 
of pregnancy, and ultrasound is also 
us^ in tbe delivery room. This is in 
keeping with the European 
approadi of routine use of ultra- 
sound, but tbe American approach is 
to give such examinations only when 
medically indicated, for fear of 
possible side effects. 

Ser said Sheba did a foUow*up 
study on children whose mothers 
had been examined with ultrasound 
as much as 20 years earlier, and 
found no evident of chromosomal 
damage.

Dayan said MDA offers first-aid 
courses throughout Israel several 
times a vear but finds it difficult to 


convince the public that it is worth 
their time and effort to take the 
courses.

Shamgar-Hendelman said that re- 
search shows that 70 per cent of the 
country's working women are em- 
ployed in 38 professions > the bulk of 
them clerical, teaching, nursing and 
service jobs - while the same percen- 
tage of working men is employed in 
1(S different professions. 

bi addition, 90 per cent of working 
men are pramot^ on fee job after 
taking, special training or refresher 
courses financed by their employers, 
whereas fee same percentage of 
women are promoted - after sub- 
sidizing such courses themselves. 

“The laws pertaining to working 
women in this country are sitpposed- 
ly liberal and belp:M." Shamgar- 
Hendelman said, “and feey do en- 
courage fee masses of women to get 
into the work force and to take low^ 
and mid-Ievei jobs. But feey also 
tempt women to work fewer hours, 
for low pay.

Jenaalm Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. > Gad Ya’acobi yester- 
day promised to create among gov- 
ennneat pobm makers and among 
the public at Urge “a new attitude 
Indicated to the proportion that 
bi^-technolo^, espedally R and D 
in metals, electronics and bio- 
tedmology, will provide the means 
to help Israel re^ econoonc inde- 
pendence withm four years." The 
Minister of Economy and Plamung 
was spealdng on the theme of high- 
technology at a study-day sponsored 
by tiie Israel Management Centre. 

Ya’acobi said he saw no "sensi- 
ble” alternative to R and D tiigh- 
tecbnology. 

*'Of course, we can core the coun- 
try's economic ills within a short 
time . All we have to do is make up 
our minds to cuc the nation^ budget 
by S3 billion, eliminate all indexa- 
tion, do away with all subsidies and 
devalue the shekel by 40 per cent. 
The results may bring inflation down 
to 5% a year, and solve our balance 
of payments problem, but they 
also throw 200,(^ workers 
out on the street, and about 80,000 
of them would emigrate." 

Ya’acobi said he would personally 


lead the for the new "attitute/’ 
yet there wen four other st^ 
had to be taken to make industrial 
hi glw tedi R and D flourish. The 
money had to be laued to build the 
foctoiies, markets abroad had to be 
found, and most important - the 
present bottleneck of the ever- 
growing lack of stdHed engmeeis, 
junior engineers and techmoans, 
must be eliminated. 

Althou^ he was optimistic that 
these problems could be solved, be 
added that the present trend, unfor- 
tunately, was towards catting R and 
D. 

"Stfaeie is anytiung winch worries 
me today it is diat die funds for 
Rafael (tire Annamenfi’ Develop- 
ment Authority) may be cut.

Car owners, householders lie 
to their insurance companies

TEL AVIV. - When it comes to 
trying to swindle insurance com- 
panies, car owners are the wont 
sinners, far ahead of all other cate- 
gories of customers. 

Ttds is one of the findings of the I. 
Horowitz Intitute for Polygraph and 
Forensic Sdences accot^g to an 
article recently published in the 
Bituak (Insurance) journal, whose 
editor is Peretz Gordon. 

Yeshayahu Horowitz, bed of the 
institute, however, points out that 
his survey is an ongoing one and 
therefore incomplete. More impor- 
tant, he says, his institute handles 
only the approximately one 
thousand cases of "su^iects" which 
the various insurance companies 
send him. "Altbou^ incoimlete, 
figures do indicate a trend," be 
adds. 

Of the car owners referred to him, 
56% told outright lies about the 
damage, that is, tiiey daimed dam- 
age which had never occurred. Only 
44% were found to tell the truth. 

Why the high percentage of liars? 
general, these car owners have 
vehicles manufactured before 1975. 
These models are expensive to re- 
pair, and hard to sell. So many 
owners solve their problem by set- 


ting their car afiiie in the hope of 
ooUeoing insurance." 

^en it comes to lying about 
thefts from flats and busbemes, the 
figures are 14% and 15%, respec- 
tively. But when it comes to lying 
about the real value of articles 
stolen, the percentage of "folse 
valuations*’ was much hig^ (91%) 
among householdeis than among 
business firms (67%). the reason is 
that businessmen have written re- 
coF^ of th^ goods and property, 
and redize that they win be cai^t 
out sooner or later. 

In regard to "all risks" policies 
which cover the theft of rings, 
cameras, etc., while the owner is on 
a trip, 18% of those questioned 
fab^ted stories about tiiefts wtdefa 
never took place. ' 

Only in one category, "bodily 
harm," the percenu^ of truth- 
tefleis was hig^. None of those who 
claimed such "bodly harm" lied. 
But such cases involv^ only 3.8% of 
sdl "clients’' who sat for the poly- 
graph test.

ATHENS (AP). - Greek sUppisg 
tycoon Stavros hfiarchos will dose 
down his shipyards at Scaramanga 
near the Creek cafntal next we^, 
leaving almost 5,000 wozkms job- 
less, a company announcement said 
yesterday. 

A company spokesman said tiie 
shipyard, the laigest in Greece, had 
rucked up losses totalling 3.5 Irillioa 
dradimas (^.9 millioa) tiie past 
tiiree years. 

"It was a choice between geting 
bankrupt or closing down,” the 
spokesman said. 

Company sources also said that 
continuing labour problems at the 
yard had inflaeuced Niaidios' deci- 


aoD to shut the yard after znoie-than 
25 years in toleration. 

The sources, speaking on condi- 
tion were not identified,- said 
government plans to modernize 
Greek navy vessels at Scaramanga 
were "s^ too faroff to justify ke^ 
inggoing." 

The sources said plans for Soviet 
mertfrant sltips to be repaiied at the 
Kiardios slupyaid under an agree- 
ment readied during socialist Pre- 
mier An^as Papanifreou’s official 
visit to Mcscow last February also 
were "very vague.”

Sismica added that Cascade was 
putting np S30 snilion of tbe SSOm. 

The oth» 
partners in the Jordan Valley Rift 
project agreed to have Cascade par- 
ticipate in the enterprise. 

The rights in this projea win now 
be divided as follows: Cascade, 
59% ; Sismica, 10*lo ; and 5% each to 
Paz on and Pu Oil Exploration, 
National Oil Company, Lapidot. 
Naptha, and M.G.N . The remaining 
1% belongs to Ness Energj’. 

Sismica also announced that Cas- 
cade trill obtain, subject to ^iproval 
by the relevant authorities, 15% of 
the eejuity and voting rights in Sismi- 
ca for $750,000, “a price which is far 
above the market v^ue.” 

Sisnica was not traded yesterday, 
but tbe ofl shares of the (itber com- 
panies rose by only 0.9% - evidendy 
because tbe news readied the mar- 
ket too late to be acted upon. 

The market was mixed, but there 
was strong buying pressure, ex- 
pedally for the “solid” shares.

Officials in Jerusalem concede that Israel can hardly oppose 
the force’s mandate being renewed this month, since the Beirut 
government wants the 7,000 men of Unifil to stay in the 
country, and the contributing states are prepared to keep them 
there. 

Israeli diplomacy is focusing therefore on ensuring that the 
force will not be stationed in the immediate proidmily of the 
border. Military experts and civilian policymakers insist that it 
would not be useful there. To the contrary, it would be useless 
at preventing terrorist incursions soufiiwards, and would 
hamper or interfere with lOF preventive or retaliatory actions 
northwards. 

These pat prognoses should, however, be carefully consi- 
dered before they become enshrined as policy. So many 
forecasts regarding Lebanon have been wrong before. In the 
case of Un&, in^ed, Israel under its present government 
retrospeaively revised its assessment of the force’s perfonn- 
an<x before June 19^. Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
stressed what the Likud governments had chosen to conceal: 
that there had been no PLO artillery infrastructure in the Unifil 


Presumably, if Unifil stays put, that would be the case again. 
But since the Unifil zone does not extend beyond artillery 
range, there is still a potential threat of shells and rockets 
originating north of Unifil, and landing south of the border. 

Ideally, then, the Unifil zone should be extended north - but 
this seems hardly realistic to expect unless the mandate of the 
force is also acknowledged as extending south, to the border. 

Israel's main current concern, however, as it completes its 
long-overdue withdrawal, is that the more direct forms of 
Shi'ite guerrilla warfare will pursue the troops across the border 
and seek to strike at northern towns and villages. 

How are the policymakers so certain that Unifil would be 
ineffective in preventing this? How can they assert so knowing- 
ly that the South Lebanese Army, whose future size and status 
are anyone's guess, would be any more elective? After all, as 
the IDF itself has le^ed from bitter experience, there may be 
no absolute efiectiveoess in this field. 

The argument that Unifil would hamper and interfere with 
future IDF operations across the border can hardly contribute 
to Israel's diplomacy around the world. But the minister who 
would norm^y be ejected to factor-in that consideration into 
policymaking, the foreign minister, also happens to be vice- 
premier and LUnsd leader Yitzhak Shamir, who is uncomfort- 
able with the entire withdrawal. 

The argument seems weak too, though, on practical, tactical 
grounds. If the IDF is forced to go back in, there is every 
likelihood of clashes, political or even physical, with Unifil 
even as it is presently deployed. While not now encamped in the 
immediate border area , the UN troops are only a few - in some 
places a very few - kilometres away. And Mr. ikibxn has spoken 
of retribution 50 or even 80 kilometres inside Lebanon. 

There is no question that the defence mmister was bitterly 
disappointed, and rightly so, when ic became dearin December 
that overconfident promises and prognostications proferred by 
UN diplomats were rendered worthless by Syrian obduracy and 
Lebanese weakness. 

But disappointment or pique must not cloud judgment. 
Unifil is here to stay, at least for the present, and Israel would 
do well to consider how the presence of the force can best 
contribute to the peace of Galilee.
